Mr. Wisner: 

Indicated on query from Mr. Dulles that he was, in coordination with the 
DD/I, preparing a study for the Secretary of State on the position in the Soviet 
hierocracy of the Soviet propaganda mechanism, i. e. , is it primarily con- 
trolled by the government or by the party? The Secretary wanted to know 
whether the Soviets are in a position to evade or disregard a governmental 
agreement on the subject of propaganda by a disavowal of the actions of the 
party.
